PENOBSCOT, S. S. STATE OF MAINE 


To M. J. Harris, a constable in the Town of Green- 
bush, in the County of: Penobscot, and State of 
Maine, GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby

To see if the Town will vote to have the 
books audited and raise money for same. 

Art. 9. To raise and appropriate a sum of money 
for Salary of Superintendent of Schools. $181.80. 

Art. 10. To raise and appropriate a sum of mon- 
ey for support of poor. 

Art. 11. To raise and appropriate a sum of mon- 
ey for textbooks and, supplies. 
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Art. 12. To raise and appropriate a sum of mon- 
ey for repairs on school buildings. 

Art. 13. To raise and appropriate a sum of mon- 
ey for interest on school fund. $30.00 

Art. 14. To raise and appropriate a sum of mon- 
ey for support of roads and bridges. 

Art. 15. To raise and appropriate a sum of mon- 
ey for patrol. 

Art. 16. To raise and appropriate a sum of mon- 
ey for High School‘ tuition. 

‘Art. 17. To raise and appropriate a sum of mon- 
ey for contingent expenses. 

Art. 18 To raise and appropriate a sum of mon- | 
ey for Town officers’ bills. 

Art. 19. To raise and appropriate a sum of mon- 
ey for support of schools. 

Art. 20. To see if the Town will vote to pay 4 
per cent discount on all taxes paid on or before June 
ist and raise money for the same. 

Art. 21. Toraise and appropriate a sum of mon- 
ey for abatement of taxes. 

Art. 22. To raise and appropriate a sum of mon- 
ey for street lights. $240.00 

Art. 238. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$100.00 to repair the road from Edgar Maddens to Al 
Smiths. ( 

Art. 24. To raise and appropriate a sum of mon- 
ey for insurance of Town Hall and school buildings. 

Art. 25. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise for maintaining third class road,

Art. 26 To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise for cutting bushes on improved 
roads. 

Art. 27. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise for winter roads.

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provide for the services of a Public Health Nurse.

Art. 29. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen and Treasurer ta negotiate loan or loans 
for amounts to take care of expenses of the Town un- 
til taxes are available.

To see what sum the Town will approp- 
riate for State Aid road construction (in addition to 
the amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, 
highways and bridges) under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 19, Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 1930, or un- 
der the provisions of Section 3, Chapter 229, Public 
Laws of 1937. 

To see if the Town will vote to autho- 
rize the Selectmen on behalf of the Town to sell and 
disposé of any real estate acquired by the Town for 
non-payment of taxes thereon, on such terms as they 
deem advisable, and to execute quit claim deeds for 
such property.. 

Tosee if the Town will vote to start 
schools in Town not averaging eight scholars or 

leave it to the discretion of the School Committee. 
aA Te iio 4: To see what sum, if any, the Town 
would recommend to take from the joint State Aid 
Account for the purpose of applying bituminous sur- 
face treatment to the State Aid Roads in excess of 
the requirements of Section 2, Chapter 132, Public 
Laws of 1933. 

Art. 385. To see if the Town will vote to have 
all bills in the hands of the taxpayers against the 
Town endorsed on their taxes until their taxes are 
paid. 

Art. 36. To see if the Town will vote to have 
the Town Hall shingled and raise money for the 
same, 
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Art. 37. To see what sum the Town will vote to 
raise for the control of white pine blister rust within 
the confines of the Town. 

Art. 38 To see what action the Town will take 
on not taxing the Olamon Grange. . 

Art. 39. To’ see what wages the Town will vote 
to pay laborers on roads and Town buildings. 

Art. 40. To see what action the Town will take 
in regards to a note held by the City of Old Town for 
tuition, and raise a sum of money for the same.

Art. 41. To fix the Tax Collector’s compensa- 
tion. ) 

Art. 42. To raise and appropriate a sum of mon- 
ey for aid to dependent children. 

Art. 48. To dispose of any other business legally 
coming before said meeting. 

‘Fail not to make due service of this warrant. 
and do return your doings thereon at the time of sail 
,meeting. Polls close at 4 o’clock. 

The Selectmen give notice that they will be in 
session for the purpose of correcting the list of voters 
at the place of meeting at nine o’clock in the fore- 
noon on the day of said meeting.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


This year the town of Greenbush received the 
sum of $1,766.00. from the equalization fund. Next 
year the estimated amount that will come from this 
source is $1,566.00. As the state valuation of your 
town decreases, the amount of equalization will also 
decrease. Unquestionably the state valuation in 
Greenbush is too high and as the valuation is adjust- 
ed the amount received from the state for school pur- 
poses will decrease, but this loss will be compensated 
by the substantial reduction in state and county tax- 
es. The point to remember is that the amount of 
school revenue received from the state will be reduc- 
ed making it necessary to appropriate more money 
for school purposes if you wish to maintain all five 
schools. 7 

The town report continues to show large unex- 
pended balances in the school accounts but these 
- amounts are not available and will not be available 
until the outstanding bills in other departments are 
paid and until the back taxes are collected. It is still 
necessary to ask for appropriations large enough to 
pay actual school costs for each year, 
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We feel that the citizens of Greenbush should 
give careful consideration to school costs and for 
that reason we are submitting two budgets for your 
consideration. The first budget shows the necessary 
appropriations if we continue to maintain all five 
schools. The second budget shows the necessary ap- 
propriations if the pupils are conveyed from the 
Greenbush and Scott’s Corner schools to the OJamon 
school. There is room in the Olamon building to ac- 
commodate the pupils from these two schools.

The textbook and supplies account will need an 
appropriation of $150.00 regardless of which budget 
is accepted and the necessary appropriation for sec- 
ondary tuition will be the same in either case. 

It is estimated that it will take at least $200. to re- - 
pair the foundation and shed at the Greenbush school 
and even then the building will not be in good re- 
pair. This appropriation will not be necessary if the 
building is not used for school purposes next year. 
New floors should be laid in the Olamon building and 
the stairs must be rebuilt, A minimum of $200.00 
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should be raised for repairing this building. The 
desks in all buildings are in poor condition and 
should be replaced. This year it was possible to pur- 
chase used desks from the Bangor school department 
for one dollar each. These are single desks in fair 
condition and would offer an economical way of re- 
placing the old double seats now in use in your 
schools. We recommend an appropriation of $100.00 
for the purchase of desks and'to care for minor 
maintenance repairs.

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Report of 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town 
of Greenbush: 

I herewith submit my second annual report of 
the progress, condition, and needs of the schools of 
the Town of Greenbush as required by the laws of 
the State. 

The school year of 1940-41 opened on a ogee 
3, 1940 with the following teachers: 

Olamon Grammar: Helen V. Dunn, Princifel 

Olamon Primary: Helen H. Wheeler 

Scott’s Corner: Beatrice Wright 

Cardville: Dora E. Dowe 

Greenbush: Katherine Betters 

On September 27, Mrs. Dowe asked for a leave of 
absence because of illness in the family. Miss Alice 
Fraser, a graduate of Farmington State Normal 
School, has taugh the Cardville School since that 
time. . 

Mrs. Beatrice Wright is a graduate of Aroostook 
State Normal school and has had ten years of teach- 
ing experience. 

Mrs. Betters graduated from Castine Normal 
School and has taught for seven years. 

Your schools are well equipped with reference 
books and a considerable number of textbooks and 
teaching aids were purchased this year. Next year 
a large share of the appropriation for textbooks and 
supplies should be used to purchase reading books 
for the primary grades and science books for grade 
eight. 

A testing program was started in the fall which, 
if continued, will provide a record of the ability and 
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progress of all pupils. The results of the first test 
show that the reading program must be improved. To 
make this improvement possible,, we should furnish 
the schools with an adequate number of reading 
books especially in the lower grades. 

Four Teachers’ Meetings have been held this 
year in Union 90. As aresult of these meetings, we 
organized a Teacher’s Club, started a testing pro- 
gram in all schools, held a reading clinic, formed a 
professional library, and entertained the teachers 
and committee members at a meeting at which Dr. 
Payson Smith discussed present day educational 
problems. The Greenbush teachers plan to enter- 
tain the club at the April meeting. 

Thanks to the cooperation of the school com- 
mittee, town officers, parents, and teachers, it has 
been possible to provide hot lunches in all schools 
this year. The Division of Commodity Distribution 
has furnished the food products free of charge and 
and the town officers have made it possible to have 
here the commodities transported from Bangor. The 
benefits derived from the lunch program can be 
measured in, terms of better health, regular attend- 
ance, and an improvement in school work. 


‘FINANCE 

You will find the amount of $39.13 credited to 
the Common school account. This represents an 
adjustment for conveying pupils form the McPhet- 
ers school for the school year 1938-39. Unfortun- 
ately the closing of this school was never reported 
and the town lost one-half the cost of conveying 
those pupils from 1928 to 1988. The state depart- 
ment has ruled that they will not go back more than 
two years in making adjustments on schools that 
were not reported. There are no pupils conveyed 
from the McPheters district now, so there will be no

further revenue from this source until it again be- 
comes necessary to convey; pupils from that district. 

Last year I explained a plan wereby the town of 
Greenbush could save approximately twelve hundred 
dollars through consolidation. The plan called for a 
complete consolidation and a three-room building 
with one bus serving all schools. A movement of 
population from Olamon to Cardville has changed 
the enrollment at Olamon to such a degree that it 
would be possible to convey the pupils from Green- 
bush and Scott’s Corner to the Olamon ,school with- 
out making any addition to the building. This 
change would effect a saving of approximately 
$1000.00 to the town in the common school account 
and an additional saving of over $200.00 on repairs 
and general maintenance. I feel it to be my duty to 
mention this possible saving and improvement in 
your school program. The adoption of such ai plan 
would also make it possible to provide a more com- 
plete lunch program at the Olamon school. 


MAINTENANCE 

Fire extinguishers were installed in all school 
buildings this year and a new stove was purchased 
for the Scott’s Corner school. Very little was done 
in the way of actual repairs because of a very small 
appropriation in that account. 

New: floor should be laid in the Olamon build- 
ing and the stairs must be repaired. The Greenbush 
building is in a deplorable condition and must be 
repaired if you plan to ‘use it for school! purposes. 
The buildings at Scott’s Corner and Cardville need 
only minor repairs this year. 

I recommend that enough money be raised for 
repairs to purchase some desks for your schools. 
New desks cost approximately ten dollars each but 
it is possible to purchase a fair quality used desk for 
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approximately one dollar each. Use desks providing 
for only one pupil per desk would be an improve- 
ment over the type now in use and would provide 
more room as well as being much more satisfactory 
from a health standpoint. It is possible that we 
might get a special project fund from the state for 
the purchase of new desks if and when you consoli- 
date some of your schools.

I herewith submit my third annual report of the progress, #4 q 
condition, and needs of the schools of the Town of Green- a 
bush as required by the laws of the State. ; 


The school year 1941-42 opened on September 2, 1941 
with the following teachers: 


Olamon Grammar: Helen V. Dunn, Principal 
Olamon Primary: Helen H. Wheeler: 
Cardville: Beatrice Wright 


This year the pupils from Greenbush and Scott’s Corner a 
were conveyed to the Olamon Schools. The arrangement 
has been very satisfactory and has offered the pupils from 
- the two rural schools the advantages of having two teach- ~ 
ers and has made the classes much more interesting than 
would be possible with a small group. Each child receives 
approximately twice as much teacher-time with the result 
that he is much better prepared for the work of the next — 4 
grade. On the playground and in the schoolroom he 
associates with boys and girls of his own age which has ¢ a3 
very good social value. 


-New reading material was furnished for the oicel 
grades and a course in elementary science was started in . ~ 
grades seven and eight. Spelling workbooks were e provided p 
in all middle and upper grades. = 


‘The testing program was continued = prone sheets q. a 
were prepared for each child in the middle grades. These — a 


~ 
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charts show the teacher just how far the pupil has ad- 
vanced as compared with pupils in other parts of the 
eountry. : | 


- SCHOOL BUS 


When no bids were received for conveying pupils to the 
Olamon school and the lowest offer was $30.00 per week, it 
was decided that it would be necessary to get some sort 
of school bus. I went to Augusta to see if the Commissioner 
of Education would give us any money from the special 
project fund. Up until that time the Department of Educa- 
tion had not given any money for the purchase of a panel 
truck but they finally agreed to give us $350.00 provided 
we purchased a new truck. 


The bus was ordered on August 17, 1941, but due to con- 
ditions in the automobile industry it was impossible to get 


it until the middle of December. The dealer provided a 


truck for our use until the new one arrived. While the 
used truck was not entirely satisfactory it did provide trans- 
portation while we were waiting delivery of the new one. 


The new bus is a 1942 model Ford one ton panel with 
four speed transmission. The cost of the truck with seats, 


-mats, safety stanchions, and lettering was $1,221.17 less 


the Federal tax of $45.00 and the municipal discount of 
$93.00. This brought the total cost down to $1,083.17. De- 
ducting the $350.00 received from the State, the total cost. 
to the town was $733.17. There is no excise tax, use tax, 
or registration fee for a municipally owned school bus. 


The town of Greenbush was very fortunate in getting 
such a large sum from the State and in getting the bus be- 
fore the sale of automobiles was restricted. You have a 


very fine means of conveyance for your boys and girls and. — 


one of which the town may be justly proud. 
_ The bus’ has been equipped with safety devices, a fire ex-

tinguisher, first aid kit, and chains. The vehicle meets all 
requirements of the law relating to school busses. Liability _ 
insurance up to $20,000.00 is carried and the bus is insured - 
against collision, property damage, and fire. 


FINANCE 


The total recommended budget is $40.00 less than the 
budget for last year and approximately $1,800.00 less than — 
it would be if you were maintaining the other two schools. 

You will note that there is a very large unexpended — 
balance in, the secondary school tuition account. Tf I under- 
stand correctly, you gave notes to Old Town to the amount — 
of $897.79 to pay for tuition. This year the last note was © 
paid but I cannot find where any of these payments have 
been charged to the tuition account. I recommend that the 
sum of, $897.79 be charged to the tuition account, thus re- 
ducing that balance to $172.77. I feel that the State would 
accept the latter figure as representing the true balance. 


MAINTENANCE 


A. new floor was laid in he Olamon grammar room and 
hew stairs were built. We purchased enough used desks 
to provide each pupil with an individual desk. The lot at @ 
the Olamon school was graded, making an excellent play- | 4 
ground for the pupils and greatly i improving the appearance a 
of the lot. 

This year a suitable well should be provided at the 
Olamon school and it would be wise to purchase a strip of 
land on the other side of the building to insure the water : 
supply against pollution. The best location for a well would 
seem to be on the lot north, of the building.

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It is not probable that we shall be subjected to attack by 
high explosive bombs but it is possible that we shall have 
to defend ourselves against incendiaries. 


Frequent fire drills have been held and both buildings 
are equipped with fire extinguishers and first aid kits. A 
fire gong has been purchased for the Olamon building. Ad- 
ditional precautions will.be taken when we are so advised 
by the local Civilian Defense Chairman.

Dear Mr. Smart: 
We wish to submit the following statements regarding 


the status of white pine blister rust control work in your 


town. 
Blister rust control is conducted under a cooperative 


agreement between the Federal Government and the Maine 
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Forest Service, in which they cooperate with towns and 
individuals in the control of the disease. As Greenbush 
was a cooperating town this year, we therefore submit this 
brief report. 

Recently we have type mapped lands in Greenbush, 
definitely locating 1,249 acres bearing sufficient white pine 
to justify control measures, the greater part of which has 
not yet reached commercial size, but will be of great value 
if protected from diseases, ete. Even crooked and scrubby 
pine unsuited for lumber are coming into their own, there 
being a demand for it in the manufacture of fabricated 
material, using sticks down. to two inches in diameter. 
Paper companies may be using white pine within a short 
time. 

During the 1942 control season, 402 acres of pine plus - 
protective strip were worked, destroying 5,481 wild currant 
and gooseberry bushes (the alternate host plants of the 
blister rust) at a cost of $153.00. ($51.12 by the town, 
$51.88 by the State, and $50.50 by the Federal Govern- 
ment). 

Over 1,900 acres of white pine plus the protective strip 
still require initial control work, which we trust will re- 
ceive attention in 1943, as Federal and State funds will un- 
doubtedly be available for cooperative purposes.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of 
Greenbush: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report of the pro- 
gress, condition, and needs of the schools of the Town of 
Greenbush as required by the laws of the State. 

The school year 1942-43 opened on September 8, 1942 
with the following teachers: 


Olamon Grammar: Helen V. Dunn, Principal 
Olamon ‘Primary: Helen H. Wheeler 
Cardville: Dora E. Dowe 


The Greenbush schools have enjoyed a very successful 
and busy school year. The enrollment has declined con- 
siderably due to many families having moved into defense 
areas but the decreased enrollment has given the teachers 
a better opportunity to give more individual instruction 
to their pupils. With the smaller enrollment at Olamon, 
the consolidation program has worked even more effectively 
than it did last year. The people of Greenbush should be 
congratulated on making this change before wartime re- 
strictions would have made the change impossible. 

When it became necessary to make one bus do the work 
of two, the opening and closing hours of the two schools 
had to be staggered. This change caused some incon- 
veniences but it has provided adequate transportation facili- 
ties at a saving of approximately $500.00 to the town. 


SCHOOLS AT WAR 


The Greenbush schools are participating in the “Schools 
at War” program. Each school conducted a successful scrap 
drive in the fall and many pupils are purchasing War 
Bonds and Stamps. Our boys and girls are certainly doing 
their part to insure Victory. 
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The teachers, with the able assistance of volunteer work- 
ers, have conducted four rationing registrations. While 
these additional duties interrupt somewhat the regular 
school program, they do give the schools an opportunity to 
serve in the war effort and to demonstrate the importance 
of our American school system in times of war as well as 
in times of peace. 


HIGH SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 


Unfortunately many of our boys and girls are being en- 
ticed away from high school by offers of high wages in in- 
dustry. While they are contributing somewhat to the war 
effort, they are losing the only opportunity that many of 
them will have to secure a high school education. Our 
leaders in the Army, Navy and Air Corps are trying to im- 
press upon our youth the importance of getting as much 
education as possible now. Our armed forces and industry 
need trained men and women. When the war is over, many 
who left school will think that they are too old to return 
to the classroom and they will also find that the best jobs 
in industry are being filled with trained people. Our youth 
should look beyond present needs when planning for the 
future. 


MAINTENANCE 


_ The new well at the Olamon school has proven very sat- 

isfactory. The water supply is adequate for school needs 
and is far enough from the building to prevent contamina- 
tion. 

The windows and doors of both buildings need to be re- 
paired and some painting should be done in the interiors 
of the buildings. No extensive repairs are anticipated this 
year.

The following is a report showing the status of white 
pine: blister rust control work in the town of Greenbush. 

Blister rust control is conducted under a cooperative 
agreement between the Federal Government and the Maine 
Forest Service, in which they cooperate with towns and 


individials. Our forests, especially white pine, constitute 


one of the most important of our renewable resources. © 
Several years ago, we type-mapped Greenbush, and defi- 
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nitely located over 1,200 acres of lands bearing sufficient 
white pine to warrant blister rust control measures. In or- 
der to protect amount of pine, approximately 5,000 acres 
of land must be examined. The greater part of this pine 
acreage is in the reproduction class, and should be of 


of great value in the future, if protected from fire, insects, 


and the blister rust. Even crooked and scrubby pine un- 
suited for lumber is coming into its own, there being a 
growing demand for it in the manufacture of fabricated

$140.35). No doubt you will need these figures for your - E- 


town report. 
As there are over 700 acres of pine plus protective zone 


still needing initial control work, we trust that the town 


will see fit to raise funds for the 1944 control season. Any 
town funds appropriated will be matched on a liberal co- 
operative basis. Our Federal Agent, H. G. Bradbury, of 
Belfast, who had direct supervision of the work, will call 
on you in the near future to discuss 1944 plans.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens i the. Town of 
Greenbush: ~ 


I herewith submit my fifth annual Lee of the progress, 
condition, and needs of the schools of the Town of 


_ Greenbush. 


The school year 1943-44 opened on September 7, 1943, 
with the following teachers: 


Olamon Grammar: Helen Mi; hee Principal 
Olamon Primary: Helen H. Wheeler 
Cardville: Alice Fraser 


The only change from last year in the teaching staff was 
at Cardville where Miss Alice Fraser replaced Mrs. Malloy. 
Miss Fraser is a graduate of Farmington State Normal 
School and is an experienced teacher. 

Greenbush has been very fortunate in retaining the 
services of these teachers at a time when many towns have 
been forced to close schools because of the teacher short- 
age. Our teachers have served us faithfully during these 
very trying times and every effort should be made by us 
to show our appreciation. A word of appreciation costs 
us nothing but it means much to the recipient. An occa- 
sional visit to the school room also encourages both teacher 
and pupil to put forth his best effort. People like to know 


_ that others are interested in their success. 


New arithmetic books were purchased for all grades 
above the second and some new health books were pur- 
chased. Next year the reading series should be completed 
through grade four, the health series completed, and a 
beginning made in providing better material for the teach- 


ing of history and geography. 


- 
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MAINTENANCE 


Very little repair work was done this year, not because 
the buildings are not in need of repairs, but because it was 
extremely difficult to get work done. The lighting at the 
Cardville building was improved considerably by cutting 
some of the trees which shaded the building. Now the cross 
lighting should be eliminated by blocking off the windows 
in the east and south sides of the building and providing 
more windows on the north side. 

The one improvement most needed at the Olamon build- 
ing is the rebuilding of the toilet rooms. At present the 
pupils from the upper grades must pass through the 
primary room in going to the toilet. This condition is very 
unsatisfactory to all Seite and apows be corrected at 
once. 

It is recommended that an additional story be added to 
the present toilet building and that access to it be made 
from the grammar room. The cost of remodeling the build- 
ing will be approximately $350.00. The recommended appro- 
priation for repairs will cover the cost of this construction 
and will provide for minor maintenance repairs | on the two 
school buildings. ‘ 

At this time I wish to express my thanks to the teachers, 
pupils, parents, school officials, and citizens for the sup- 
EO given to the school program.
